20— Farm labor leader Cesar 
Chavez and former White 
House press secretary 
Pierre Salinger were named 
today to the delegate slate- 
of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy 
in the June 4 California 
presidential primary. 

State Assembly Speaker 
Jesse M. Unruh formally be- 
came chairman of the dele- 
gation. Unruh said at least 
eight . state legislators will 
-be on the 172-member list, 
which he expects to file 
Thursday. Others likely to 
be appointed are former 
Democratic National Com- 
mitteewoman Elizabeth 
Gatov and Congressmen 
Thomas Rees and Phillip 
Burton. 

Meanwhile, a bill permit- 
ting delegates to switch 
slates is due for an Assem- 
bly test Thursday. If ap- 
proved, the measure is ex- 
pected to be killed in the 
State Senate, where the 
president pro tern, Hugh 
Burns, is a member of the 
Johnson delegation. 

Referring to the emer- 
gency legislation, Unruh 
said: “We’re not trying to 
take either of those delega- 
tions apart (President John- 
son’s or Sen. Eugene Mc- 
Carthy’s) but the Johnson 
delegation appears to be 
falling apart on its own.” 

Irvine H. Sprague, a Cali- 
fornian serving on the 
White House staff, is in Los 
Angeles apparently to dis- 
cuss strategy with the John- 
son supporters. 

Also in Los Angeles, for- 
mer State Controller Allan 
Cranston announced today 
that he is a candidate for 
the Democratic nomination 
for the U.S. Senate to op- 
pose Republican Sen. 

Thomas Kuchel. Cranston 
faces primary opposition 
from State' Sen. Anthony 
Beilenson and Richard Nev- 
ins, a member of the State 
Board of Equalization.
